Ohio To Have 
Atomic Plant 


W A S H I N G T O N OF — The 
Atomic Energy Commission will 
build a new $1,200,000,000 plant in 
southern Ohio, Rep. Elston (R.- 
Ohio) said today. The plant will 
produce Uranium-235, a key atom ­ 
ic substance. 
On aide to Elston told a re­ 
porter the new gaseous diffusion 
plant will be located on a 6.500- 
acre tract in a sparsely-settled 
area of Pike County, about 18 or 
20 miles north of Portsm outh. It 
had been said previously th a t a 
new plant would be located some­ 
where in the Ohio Valley. 
The plant site will lie between 
Piketon and Wakefield on the 
Ecioto River. Exact boundaries 
will be determ ined after detailed 
engineering surveys, the commis­ 
sion advised Elston.

HARRISBURG m* — The State 
Liquor Control Board believes a de­ 
cision by the State Superior Court 
is needed 
to settle s question 
raised by a 1951 law freezing beer 
distributors’ licenses. 
"The legal question will not be 
settled on a atatewide basis until 
we get a Superior Court decision.” 
ssid Horace A. Segelbaum, deputy 
attorney g e n e r a l , heading the 
board* legal department. 
The law limits the issuance of 
new beer distributors licenses to 
one for each 10,000 population in 
each county. 
It contains a phrase, however, 
that "none shall be transferred 
from one county to another.” Along 
similar lines an earlier law still in 
effect says the board may transfer 
the permits "within the munici­ 
pality.” 
Segelbaum said that the board 
believes all this means a license 
may be transferred only within the 
municipality. He said two county 
courts have upheld this view.
